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CAMPANINI 18 DEAD AT - PARMA. 


London Chronicle Makes a Brief An- 
mouncement of the Death of 
the Great Tenor. 
sinnecliagidanis 

London, Nov. 23.—The Chronicle an- 


mounces the death of the great tenor, Cam- 
panini, at Parma. 


Italo Campanini was born on June 29, 
1846, at Parma, where he received instruc- 
tion in singing at the Conservatorio. Later 
he was a pupil of Lamperti of Milan. He 
first attracted public attention in a marked 
degree in 1871, on the occasion of the produc- 
tion in Italy of * Lohengrin” at ‘Bologna 
under Angelo Mariani. His first appearance 
in England was on May 4, 1872, at Drury 
Lane, as, Gennaro in “‘ Lucrezia.” So great 
was his success that hopes were entertained 
that a successor to Mario and Ginglini had 
been found. From 1872 to 1882 he sang 
every year in opera at Drury Lane, and, from 
1887, there and at Her Majesty’s. He did not 
fulfill his early promise in these later years, 
but he still obtained considerable popular- 
ity as a hard-working and extremely zealous 
artist. In addition to the usual repertory 
for tenors he played Kenneth‘on the produc- 
tion of Balfe’'s “ Talismano,” on June ll 
1874; Don José on the production of “* Car- 
men,"’ June 22, 1878; Rhadames in “ Aida,” 
the first time at Her Majesty’s, June 19, 
1879; and Faust on the production 
in England of _ Boito’s “ Mefistofele,’’ 
on July’ 6, 1880. He had played 
the same part on Oct. 4, 1875, on the 
occasion of the successful reproduction of 
that opera at Bologna. He Sang also at St. 
Petersburg, Moscow, and later in America 
under Mapleson. His early experience in the 
United States was of a most gratifying char- 
acter, but his part in the New York musical 
Season of 1887-’88, though of the brightest 
from the standpoint of the artist, was dis- 
astrous in a financial way. He was assisted 
during that season by Scalchi, Torricelli, 
and Mme. Etelka Gerster. 

The last time Campanini was in Chicago 
he sang with the Apollo club in “ Elijah ”’ in 
the Auditorium. A little while earlier he, 
with Whitney and Del Puente, furnished the 
star work in Gilmore’s concerts in the old 
Exposition Building, at which time Fred- 
erick K. Root led a chorus of 400 local sing- 
ers. In earlier days @md through the early 
"80's Campanini was in the city frequently 
in opera, singing with Gerster, Minnie Hauk, 
Del Puente, and others among the older Eu- 
ropean artists. He is remembered by Chi- 
cago peopie, among other things, for his re- 
markable singing in the operas “ Martha,’’ 
“ Aida,” and “ The Huguenots.” He sang 
in the old Haverly Theater, which stood 
where the First National Bank Building now 
stands, and in the Columbia and McVicker's. 
That was before the Auditorium was built.

The 
mountain slopes are mostly covered with primeval 
forests. Numerous streams flow from the heights, 
but most of them usually are mere rivulets. The 
population is 190,000.)

1896, oy the New York Journal.]—The [rince 
and Princess of Wales and the distinguishea 
guests invited by the Duke and Duchess of 
Marlborough to meet their Royal High- 
nesses are now assembled at Blenheim 
Palace. It is twenty-orre years since the 
heir apparent to the British throne has vis- 
ited the historical palace of the Marlbor- 
oughs,. At that time the head of the house 
was John Winstone Churchill, grandfather 
of the present Duke. 

The preparations on that occasion for the 
reception of the Prince of Wales were con- 
| orate, 
those ma 
insignificance. 

Matters and affairs have altered for the 
better at Blenheim since then, and, to mark 
the now prevailing circumstances, the fes- 
tivities of the week have been conceived on 
a strikingly lavish scale that clearly indi- 
cates the intention of the young Duke and 
his charming bride to reassert the position 
of the Churchills as territorial magnates. 

Means Mach to Dependents. 

The prosperity or adversity of sucha house 
as that of the Marlboroughs means in pre- 
eisely the same quality, and degree the pros- 
perity or adversity of their dependents and 
those among whom they live. This is above 
all illustrated by the efforts which the bur- 
gesses of Woodstock have put forth to sec- 
ond the welcome which their chief has ten- 
dered to his illustrious guests. 

The quaint old town with its many medi- 
eval houses and the singular building con- 
structed by the third Duke of Mé rlborough 
in 1770, the upper portion of which is used as 
a town hall, while the lower is open to the 
four winds of heaven as a market place, are 
gay in a garb of bunting and festoons of 
evergreen, studded with innumerable fairy 
lights, which sparkle and glisten like gems 
in the darkness of evening. 

Three triumphal arches span the roadway 
along which the royal cavalcade passed 
from the little terminal station of the local 
railway, which branches off from the Great 
Western main line at Kidlington to the en- 
trance of LBienheim. 

The weather, upon which so much depends 
in such circumstances as these, is all that 
could be desired at this time of the year. The 
day broke in a misty atmosphere, but the 
barometer, although high, rose. steadily 
throughout the day, and in like ratio the 
spirit of the people of Woodstock ascended. 

Prepare for the Prince. 

By noon the air was clear and a bright 
November sun lit up the country side. Such 
business as is carried on here seemed to 
have entirely suspended, and both trades- 
men and private residénts vied with one 
another today in putting the finishing 
touches to the decoration of the premises 
and residences. 

These had scarcely been completed ere it 
was time to commence lighting up the thou- 
sands of lamps and lanterns which formed 
a striking feature of the scheme of embel- 
lishment. 

At the palace itself there were no 
drones today. From the Duchess down to 
her small Soudanese page, picked up at 
Cairo when the Duke and Duchess were there 
on their honeymoon, all were active com- 
arrangements, which 
were designed with infinite care - some 
months ago. 

The Duke found occupation for the most 
part in the stables, where the carriages 
in which the guests were tonight driven 
through the streets of Woodstock to the 
palace were inspected, and the horses put 
through their paces. Each pair in its turn 
was brought out and driven, harnessed to 
a heavy drag, through the park to the rail- 
way Station, in order toaccustom the mettle- 
some animals to the fluttering flags and ban- 
ners and to insure, as far as possible, im- 
munity from accident. ’ 


Duke Inspects the Decorations! 

The Duke of Marlborough rode around the 
town twice, first on a park hack and after. 
ward ona bicycle. He expressed himself as 
more than pleased with the decofations, 
which were then for the first time seen in 
their completed state. 

His Grace had indeed every reason to feel 
proud of the efforts which his tenantry had 
put forward to second those exerted by him- 
self. It was, however, only with night, when 
darkness had closed upon the scene, that 
the full effect of the decorations could be ap- 
preciated. The scheme was designed as an 
after-dark effect, and it is seldom that one 
has worked out so effectively. 

The Great Western railway officials had 
exerted themselves to decorate their station. 
The platform at which the royal train, which 
arrived promptly on time at 6:40; pulled up, 
was carpeted with crimson cloth, picked out 
with fleur de lis in black, while the walls 
were hung with crimson damasks, relieved 
with amber friezes in festoons. Under the 
direction of the head gardener of the Blen- 
heim estate a variety of palms and chrys- 
anthemums had been tastefully dotted about 
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stories. 

Again his friends investigated, and en- 
deavored to hush the scandal, but it leaked 
out that the money demanded for a com- 
promise’ was considered an unreasonable 
price for what might be a mere indiscretion. 
After this the scandal took wings, and be- 
came coupled with extraordinary embel- 
lishments.

Next the Liberal Executive committee of 
Forfarshire, for which cougty White sits 
in Parliament, formally discussed the case 
and acknowledged they had no power to 
compel him to resign, but passed such a 
resolution as proves the scandal to be far 
graver than a mere breach of promise. The 
resolution, which was unanimously adopted, 
is as follows: 

‘The committee learned with deep regret 
of the grave charges affecting the personal 
character of J. M. White, M. P., that have 
been made against him and _ circulated 
throughout his constituency. Being in- 
formed these charges have now become the 
subject of litigation in court, the commit- 
tee considers it to be its duty to take no 
action in .regard to them in hope they may 
be cleared up in course of the litigation.” 

In English politics such a course indicates 
great excitement, a moisome scandal, and 
a disposition of political party to wash its 
hands of the affair. The day before the 
Executive committee met White left for Lon- 
don, whence he telegraphed the Dundee 
newspapers resigning his seat in Parlia- 
ment, and took a steamer for India.

Mrs. Margaret May, discouraged by her in- 
ability to make a living since her husband's 
death a year ago, and abandoned by her 
friends, made a desperate attempt to end 
her troubles and her life by drowning herself 
from the Adams street bridge last night. 

.She was caught by Policeman Derrig as 
she climbed upon the rail dragged back 
to safety. Later she was taken in the patrol 
wagon to the Desplaines Street Police Sta- 
tion, where she was cared for over night, 
and where provision will be made for her 
this morning.

For Stock-Jebbing Parposes. 

The facts alleged in depositions filed today 
by General Solicitor E. D. Kenna of the 
Santa Fé and his associates will probably 
not be disputed in court by Keeler. He 
practically announced that. .The depositions 
make-a strong contention on the part of the 
railway company that the suit in the Jef- 
ferson County District Court was conceived 
or stock-jobbing purposes. The plan dise 


closed by these depositions was this: . 


A pool was to be formed in Kansas City . 
and perhaps other cities, for Topeka, St. 


Louis, St. Joseph, Chicago, and ‘New York 
parties were let’ into the secret to work the 
market, and D. R. Hite, Henry Keeler, and 
some other Kansas associates were to get 
25 per cent of the profits.

The New York parties were so cons 
fident of McKinley’s election and of a conse< 
quent rise of all stocks they wanted to allow 
the boom to set fn first so the drop would ba 
all the greater. Besides, it was urged that 
Judge Myers and County Attorney Phinney 
were candidates for re@lection and did not 
want to take any chances on being defeated, 


Why the Scheme Failed. 

The raid failed for two reasons. So little 
business was done Nov. 4 and 5 the advance 
in stocks was not very considerable. It 
came with more strength on Nov. 6, and 
was too steady and strong to permit the 
Kansas play to be successful. The second 
cause of failure was that too many people 
were let into the scheme. It was discounted 
largely before the election, and it was in the 
wind so long thinking men had time to reflect.

HONOR THE MARTYRS OF MANCHESTER 


Irish Nationalists Give Enthusiastic 
Heed to the Rev. George W. Pep- 
per at Central Music Hall. 


The irish Nationalists of Chicago cele- 
brated last night at Central Music Hall the 
twenty-ninth anniversary of the death of 
the Manchester martyrs,-Allen, Larkin, and 
O’Brien, the oration of the evening being 
delivered by the Rev. George W. Pepper of 
Cleveland. : 
The hall was profusely decorated with 
American and Irish flags, and there was an 
extensive program of vocal and instrumental 
music. John J. Mahoney, President of the 
organization, called the meeting to order, 
and introduced as the Chairman the Rev. 
M. O’Sullivan of Lemont. Several Irish 
songs were rendered by W. F. Ryan and 
Miss Mae Fleming, and then the Chairman 
introduced Mr. Pepper, whose theme, he 
said, would be “Ireland’s Liberty Springs 
from Her ' Martyrs’ Blood.” 

The Rev. Mr. Pepper, who is apparently 
over 60 years of age, was born in Ireland, 
served four years in the Union army under 
Gen. Logan, and was five years a United 
States Consul in Italy. He is now a Meth- 
odist pastor in Cleveland. 

His oration last night created unbounded 
enthusiasm and applause. He dwelt almost 
entirely upon the wrongs of Ireland, and the 
certainty of its ultimate independence. He 
advocated physical force, and pronounced a 
eulogy on the sword as an instrument of 
liberty. 

“If,” he said, “‘ there was a call for 50,000 
men to go to Ireland today to draw the 
sword, there would be one more vacant pul- 


pit in the United States.”’ 


The exercises closed with recitations and 
music, the last song, in which the audience:

He had 
not heard from Miss Liebengood since until 
today. His experience led him to believe, he 
said, the abscesses were not caused by the 

X ray test, but by the diseased condition of 

the ankle. 

In all his experiments and on every case 
that he had followed the only injury had 
been a slight skin irritation. The present 
operation was performed Oct. 3, and photo- 
graphed at that time, showing tuberculosis 
of the tibia, which,, he said, undoubtedly 
caused the abscess. He could give no more 
definite opinion on the case, because he 
knew of no more particulars of the result.

BUSINESS TROUBLES OF ONE DAY. 


Dakota National Bank of Sioux Falls 
Closes Its Deors—Receiver for Buf- 
falo Bank of Commerce. 


Sioux Falls, 8. D., Nov. 23.—[Spectal.}~— 
When the hour for opening the banks this 
morning arrived a notice was posted on tha 
door: of the Dakota National announcing 
that it had closed temporarily by reason of 
heavy drafts made by depositors last Satur- 
day, when $39,000 was drawn out during the 
day, leaving less than-$1,000 on hand. The 
bank is heavily loaded down with real estate 
of a depreciated nature, but the officers hope 
to reorganize and resume business at an 
early date. The October report shows the 
capital stock to be $50,000; surplus, $50,000: 
due other banks, $32,000; due depositors 
$175,000; borrowed money, $22,000; joans and 
discounts, $198,000. The closing of the bank 
created a run on another institution, but 
the officers expect to weather the storm. — 

Buffalo, N. Y., Nov, 28.—That the Bank of 
Commerce will go into the hands of a re- 
ceiver now seems inevitable. All attempts 
at reorganization have proved fruitless. 
Other bankers are not inclined to assist, and 
stockholders of -the Suspended bank cannot 
agree now among themselves. 

Detroit, Mich., Nov. 23.—Mably & Co., one 
of the leading retail clothing firms of the 
city, this morning filed a chattel mortgage 
for $150,000 to the Union Trust company, as 
trustee, for thejr creditors. A blanket 
morigage covering the entire stock of cloth- 
ing, beots and shoes, men’s furnishings, etc., 
was also made to the Union Trust company. 
Judge Donovan appointed the Union Trust 
company receiver, with power to at once 
take possession of the store and carry on 
the business in accordance with the ierms 
of the chattel mortgage. The indebtedness 
of the firm is a little less than $400,000. 

Philadelphia, Pa., Noy. 23.-—A bill in equity 
was filed in. the United,States Circuit Court 
today by George A. Lee of New York against 
the Pennsylvania Traction company of Lan- 
caster. Lee says he is a holder of $10,000 
of the bonds issued and secured by the mort- 
gage of Jan. 5, 1894, and of bonds to the ag- 
gregate amount of $700,000 issued under and 
secured by the mortgage of April 5, 1904.

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DYING IN DIRE POVERTY. 


SAD CONDITION OF COUNTESS JA- 
ROCKE. 


Though She Is One of the Claimants 
of $2,000,000 Said to Be Due from 
This Government, She Has Support- 
ed Herself by Keeping a Newsstand 
im New York City and in Her Last 
Days Is an Ohject of Charity-—Other 
News from New York. 


New York, Nov. 23.—[Special.]—Public at- 
tention has been called to the sad condition 
of the Countess Jarocke, who for many 
years kept a newsstand outside the old 
postoffice building in Brooklyn. She isina 
dying condition at her home in Smith street. 
Though called by many. of her customers 
the “ Countess ” it was not generally known 
that she really is a member of the old aris- 
tocracy of England. She is a grandniece of 
Gen. Pulaski, a famous fighter in the Rev- 
olutionary War, and who in history has been 
placed beside anether distinguished foreign- 
er, Gen. Lafayette. A note addressed to a 
Washington editor, who in the past had be- 
friended the unfortunate Countess, drew 
his attention to her distress. In it she ex- 
pressed the belief that by the time it reached 
him she would be dead. The editor com- 
municated with the Brooklyn police, and 
a found the Countess in a dying condi- 
tion. ; 

In revolutionary days there was sent to 
Gen. Pulaski the sum of $2,000,000 in gold. 
It arrived just six. weeks after his death, 
and in some way came into the possession 
of the government. It was as one of seven 
claimants to this money that Countess Ja- 
rocke came to this country nearly twenty 
years ago. She now declares that in doing 
this she acted upon the advice of President 
Grant, Hamilton Fish, and Minister Cur- 
tin, who investigated her claim and found it 
just. But whether or not the claim is just 
the woman has not established it. She has 
grown old in the struggle. For years the 
Countess has been practically supported by 
Mrs. McCauley of No. 156 Schermerhérn 
street. Her pride caused her to open a little 
newsstand so that she would not be en- 
tirely dependent upon the goad deeds of her 
friends. At one-time the Countess is said 
to have held a small government clerkship 
in Washington, and afterward was an in- 
mate of a widow’s home there.

The two men were rescued in a few minutes 
and taken to the hospital.

American, Volunteers, Ballington Booth's 
evangelical workers, Her case Wa9 taken 
under. advisement yesterday. Pending a 
decision. Miss Turner was sent to post No. 
7, No. 1396 North Clark street. 

Capt: Mattie” was sent to the United 
States from London to help. gather together 
the shattered forces of the Salvation Army, 

Recruits Sent to America. 

After the organization of the American 
Volunteers In March two details of English 
officers were made by Gen. Booth to the 
American braneh of. the Salvation Army. 
The first of these details reached this coun- 
try in April, and the second'in June. It was 
with the second that Capt. Turner came, 
For eleven years .she had been at work in 
army circles in’ Scotland. Beeause of her 
success there she was chosen to be one of 
the number..especially sent to America to 
officer the straggling and depleted ranks of 
the faithful Salvationists who refused to fol- 
low Ballingten Booth. 

All the fifty officers included in the first im- 
portation of the army, instead of being sent 
to Canada and cities in the Northwest, as 
originally intended, were given work in 
Chicago and vicinity, and it was to this same 
territory that Capt. Turner and her asso- 
clates were sent on their arirval. She was 
given special work among struggling posts 
here and there where help was specially 
needed, for in this phase of effort she was 
considered strong. The remaining part of 


June and al! July, August, and September 
she spent in this way. 


Lives on Bread and Water. 

Five weeks ago Capt. Turner was detailed 
to the post at La Grange, where the post has 
been in a struggling condition ever since it 
was organized. There was a debt of $150 to 
be canceled when Capt. Turner arrived. She 
Started with a will to do what she could to 
raise the money. In the five weeks she 
raised $40. For the first tén days she lived 
on bread and water, until, from sheer ex- 
haustion, she was forced to abandon that 
form of self-abnegation. 

Ever since her arrival in this country Capt. 

Turner had been studying the ca s of the 
schism:in army circles. As earl¥ as July 
she had come to the conclusion that in many 
points Gen. Booth had been in the wrong. 
As time went on she made up her mind that 
her duty was to resign from the army, and 
last week she decided to take the step. 
» Accordingly Capt. Turner came to Chi- 
cago and called on Col. Fielding. She told 
him her determination. She was kindly ad- 
vised to do as she thought best. If she left 
the army of her own free wilkand asked to 
join the Volunteers -her case would be con- 
sidered. 


Resignation. Sent to Brewer. 

The resignation was written out and sent 
to Brigadier Brewer. On Sunday an ensign 
was sent out to La Grange totry to induce 
Capt. Turner to reconsider her action. He 
did not succeed. On Sunday evening she 
took part in the open-air meeting as usual, 
then led the meeting at the barracks. 

When all was over and the meeting was 
ready to disperse she informed the corps 
what she had done, and, standing before 
those with whom she had been working for 
weeks as an officer, she resolutely tore the 
officers’ braid from her dress, then the red 
ribbon from her bonnet, declaring she was 
no longer a member of the Salvation Army. 

When.Col. Fielding returned. from Clinton, 
Ia., yesterday morning, where he had been 
over Sunday for a series of meetings, he 


ing for him in his office in the Woman’s 
Temple. Col. Fielding took the case under 
advisement, and. last night sent Miss Turner 
to. Past. No. .7, at No. 1396 North Clark 
street, to report for service to Capt. Asher 
for the present. 

Talks of Her Defection. 

Last Friday night, while still a Salvation 
Army Captain, Miss Turner spoke at a fneet- 
ing of the American Volunteers at No. 1306 
North Clark street, and last night, for the 
first time after leaving the army, she took 
part in a Volunteers’ meeting. Capt. and 
Mrs. Asher and Lieut. Scott conducted the 
meeting with Capt. Turner. After the meet- 
ing had closed Capt. Turner said: 

‘*T tore off my Salvation Army braid yes- 
terday afternoon, and I joined the American 
Volunteers because I felt the Lord called 
me and that T could do better work. Ihave 
been in the Salvation Army for ten years, 
ever since TI Was 14 years old> When I took 
charge of the post at La Grange there was 
but one member there, and there was but 
one member there when I tore off the Salva- 
tion Army braid and announced that I was 
going to join the Volunteers. 

‘The Salvation Army officers sent an En- 
sign out to the meeting to try and dissuade 
me from leaving the army, and they sent 
somebody out for the same purpose this 
morning, but I left the village before he 
could see mé. 

‘‘T lived on bread and water for ten days 
during the first of my stay at La Grange to 
pay off the debt which the post owed and 
because we could not raise money there to 
pay expenses.”

Address Made to Sons of the American 
Revolution of Vermont.

- Weyler at Artemisa. | 

Havana, Nov. 23.—Exploring trains left 
Artemisa last night and this morning for 
Candelaria and San Cristobal, in order to 
prepare for the arrival at Artemisa of Capt.- 
Gen. Weyler. At 7 o’clock this morning 
Artemisa and its vicinity was in a state of 
considerable excitement, for it became 
known that the Captain-General was at 


accompanied by his staff and an escort of 
cavalry, started soon afterwards for Mangas 
and at 8:80 news was received at Artemisa 
that the cruiser Le Gazpi had arrived at 
Mariel, the port at the northern extremity 
of the military line across the Province of 
Pinar del Rio; with instructions to her Com- 
mander to place his vessel at the disposal of 
the Captain-General. 

At 9 o’clock Gen. Weyler entered Artemisa 
with the columns commanded by Gens. 
Aguilar ‘and Arolas. The Captain-General 
was considerably sunburnt. He wore a field 
wn with a Panama hat and rode a black 

orse. 


' The Captain-General was received on ar- 


rival at Artemisa by the town authorities, 
crowds of people, and bands of music. 
Trumpet salutes were sounded and the bells 
were rung in his honor. After visiting the 
military hospitals and breakfasting the Cap- 
tain-General started for Mariel, whence he 
proceeded to Havana. 


Suspended on a Political Charge. 


Prof. José Diaz of the University of Ha- 
vana has been suspended on a political 
charge. 

A dispatch from Santiago de Cuba an- 
nounces the arrest of Francisco Berenguer, 
Victorina Ruesse, and José Carras. ~ 
_ Col. Seguras’ troops have escorted to Can- 
@elaria, Pinar del Rio, large numbers ef 
families who were camping about in differ-, 
ent parts of the country, owing to the de- 
struction of their homes by the insurgents 
and the burning of the prefectures and vil- 
lages of that province. 

In an engagement at Damas the insurgents 
left thirteen killed on the field, buried sixty 
dead, and retired with 130 wounded. 

At the coming public trial of Louis So- 
meillan, the American citizen who has been 
so long imprisoned on charges of consvira- 
cy, rebellion, etc., counsel for defense will 
demand his acquittal, basing the request 
upon the conclusion arrived at by the public 
prosecutor when the latter asked that sen- 
tence of imprisonment for life be imposed 
on the prisoner. 


Competitor Prisoners Tried. 


The Competitor prisoners have been tried 
by court-martial in the Fortress la Cabana 
in spite of Consul-General Lee’s official pro- 
test, filed just before he left Havana. 

' ‘The exceptions taken by the prisoners 
Were overruled by the naval courts. Gén. 
Lee’s note was pigeon-holed, and in defiance 
of Secretary Olney's intimation of disap- 
proval the Competitor’s crew and Mr. Mel- 
ton, the American newspaper correspond- 
ent, have again been tried by a drum-head 
court, sitting within the walls of a Spanish 
fortress, where, according to Captain-Gen- 
eral Weyler’s orders, no representative of 
the United States Consulate may enter. 

The prisoners were allowed neither inter- 
preter nor counsel. Those partly acquainted 
with Spanish were compelled to interpret for 

the others. _ 

So quietly was the affair conducted that 

_ Acting Consul-General Springer does not yet 

know it. Itis said that the case was.virtually 
closed Nov. 14, on which day Melton, Maza, 
Dr. Vedia, and the witness, George Ferran, 
were forced by Naval Judge Fernandez to 
sign statements admitting their complicity 
in the filibustering expedition which the 
Competitor is alleged to have brought under 
Monzon and Laborde to the Pinar del Rio 
coast. This written evidence is now under 
consideration by the court. 

It is expected that all the members of the 
party whose American citizenship has not 
been clearly shown will be shot. The bona 
fide Americans probably will be sentenced 
to from three to ten years’ imprisonment in 
a Spanish penal station off the’coast of 

rica. sg 


Reign of Terror in Guantanamo. 


Santiago de Cuba, Nov. 12.—[Correspond- 
ence.}]—There is a reign of terror in Guan- 
tanamo. Every night pacificos are taken 
from their homes, conducted to the out- 
skirts of the town, and there butchered. 
More than sixty inoffensive persons have 
been murdered in that way since the middie 
of October. ; 

Gens. Linares and Vara del Rey, with 
2,000 men, were defeated Nov. 10 by Mendoza 
and Freire at Barrabaco, near Dos Cam- 
inos. The Spanish fled, leaving many killed 
and wounded, — the latter a Colonel. 
The wounded, including the Colonel, were 
cared for by some women living near. When 
the Spaniards afterward returned from Dos 
Caminos to get their wounded they arrested 
and shamefully treated the women. 

On the 9th Spanish Commander Ardanaz 
with a large column was defeated by Rebel 
Leader Torres near the wharf of Banes 
(Pelguin), where thereisa fort. The rebels 
laid a wire cable across the harbor en- 
trance, so when the gunboat Viunte Tanez 
went to protect the Spanish column it could 
not get in. It retired in a shower of bullets 
after losing two men killed. ; 

Commander Garrido’s guerrillas and reg- 
ulars were defeated on the*10th by Brig. 
' Bonne. Garrido was severely wounded in 
the right leg. His horse was killed under 
him. Almost the entire force of guerrillas 
joined the rebels. 

Gen. Weyler’s order to send firemen to 
the field has produced a result just contrary 
to his expectation. Of the 300 colored fire- 


. men who left Havana for Pinar del Rio on 


Nov. 7, ninety have joined the rebels at the 
first chance. A section of 150 firemen of 
Santiago were ordered to be readg to take 
the field yesterday. Forty disappeared night 
before last, taking their arms and ammuni- 
tion. They had: joined the rebel force of 
Col. Vega. In Manzanillo twenty-five fire- 
men with a Heutenant did likewise as soon 
as they got the order to be ready for service. 
Gomez Is Heard From. 

New York, Nov. 23.—The protracted silence 
of Commander-in-Chief Maximo Gomez of 
the Cuban army, which had caused consider- 
able anxiety among Cubans here as to’ his 
safety, has at last been broken, and the 
junta in this city has recefved a communica- 
tion from him. 

In this communication, which comes from 
Las Villas, Santa Clara Province, Gen. 
Gomez says that he has at his command 
86,000 well equipped men, and that with these 
he intends to proceed to Havana Province. 

Gen. Gomez adds that he is in good health, 
seare his men, and he has every hope of vic- 
ory. 


‘sPAIN HAS FOUR FIGHTING SHIPS. 


Weould Last Against Our Ironclads 
Aboat Thirty Minutes. 
Washington, D. C., Nqy. 20.—{[New York 
-World.]—The interview with a naval officer 
published today in the World hag attracted 
very wide attention from naval engineers 
and draftsmen. One of them today fur- 
nished the World with these additional par- 
ticulars as to Spain's naval equipment: 
“Spain has but one battleship, the Pe- 
layo, as the World said, in the proper ac- 
teptation of the word,” said this officer. 
“ The Infanta Maria Teresa, the Vizcaya, 
and the Admirante Oquendo are armored 
cruisers, fit for a line of battle, but not bat- 
tleships. They carry only two heavy guns 
each—one at the bow and one at the stern, 
in turrets. | 
“ They were all three built at Bilbao an 
launched in 1890 and 1891; are sister ships 
of 6,890 tons each, with a water line 
of twelve-inch armor five and one-half

“Of the ‘ two big ships’ which ‘ the Span- 
ish Government is now. building’ at Cadiz 
the Emperador Carlos V. was launched one 
year ago. It carries two eleven-inch guns 
in turrets, one at the bow'and one at the 
stern, and is a twin of the three before men- 
tioned, only one-third larger—,090 tons. 
It is no more formidable than they are, hav- 
ing all the same battery, but more coal ca- 
pacity. The unnamed sister ship is a twin. 

“The Cardenal Cisheros, building at Fer- 
rol: the Cataluna, building at Cartagena; 
and the Princesa de Asturias, building at 
Carraca, are all armored cruisers of 7,000 
tons, to carry two eleven-inch Hontoria 
breechloaders. ‘ 

*“ All of these eight ships are of the same 
pattern and carry like armament. The 
difference in size is only for coal supply. 
They have a bow and stern chaser, throwing 
a shell weighing 838 pounds. They belong 
to the class of the Maine, which is an 
armored cruiser and not a battleship. 

“It is a great mistake to put her among 
our battleships, for she belongs to the 
cruisers, although armed with four ten-inch 


uns. ; 
e. The Spanish navy has two third-class 
battleships which have frequently visited 
American ports that no one seems to re- 
member. These are the Numancia and Vi- 
toria, built in 1868 and 1865, now being re- 
constructed. As formerly armed they car- 
ried eight ten-inch Armstrong muzzle-load- 
ing guns, broadside, on the main deck, pro- 
tected by five inches of iron armor. 

“The two would be pudding and pie for 
any modern armed crulser like the Maine, 
with her eleven-inch belt and _ ten-inch 
breechloaders. Even the New York and 
Brooklyn would like no easier prey. 

‘* Now these four ships—the battleship Pe- 
layo and armed cruisers Teresa, Vizcaya, 
and Oquendo—comprise the present full 
fighting naval strength of Spain. She has 
commerce destroyers, protected and non- 
protected cruisers, but nothing of any ac- 
count. — ; : 

‘‘The whole Spanish navy uses the Hon- 
toria breechloader, a steel gun with jacket 
and hoops, but how it will turn out in action 
is only conjecture. : = 

‘The projectiles have copper driving- 
bands, and theoretically are said to be all 
right. They have never been experimented 
with by any other government.” 


LINDSAY FAVORS INTERVENTION, 


Kentucky Senator Thinks United States 
Must Act Regarding Cuba. 
Frankfort, Ky., Nov. 23.—United States 
Senator William Lindsay, a strong adminis- 
tration man, expects decisive action on the 
part of Congress regarding Cuba at the ap- 
proaching session. In an interview he says: 
‘‘The revolution now in progress in Cuba 
must result in the independence of the island 


or in the practical extermination of ths 


Cuban. people. 

‘‘Humanity demands that the useless de- 
struction of property and the cruel waste of 
human life should come to an end, If ne- 
gotiations with Spain will not avail, then 
there should be intervention. In this move- 
ment the United States must take the lead.” 


Open Letter to the President. 

Richmond, Va., Nov. 23.—[{Special.]--The 
Fredericksburg Star publishes a significant 
open letter to the President telling him why 
Cuba should be free. Coming so soon after 
Consul-General Fitzhugh Lee’s visit to Fred- 
ericksburg it is thought the article was 
inspired by something he told the writer. 


PARISIAN PAPERS GROW WARLIKE. 


Figaro Says War with Spain Means 
War with Europe. 

Paris, Nov. 23.—The Figaro today, com- 
menting upon the relations between the 
United States and Spain on the Cuban ques- 
tion, says: 2 - 

“The American newspapers which are 
egging the United States to war with Spain 
should reflect that war with Spain means 
war with Europe; and in the interest of the 
United States itself it is to be hoped that this 
eventuality will not arise.” 


EUROPE IMPOTENT AGAINST TURKEY 


Remarkable Article in the Standard 
Ridiculing the European Concert. 
London, Nov. 23.—The Standard so often 
reflects English official opinion that an edi- 
torial today cannot fail to create a sensation 
among the European chancelleries. In 
scoffing tones it declares that the European 
concert as a means of forcing the Sultan into 
making reforms is hopelessly broken down, 
because of the mean motives and the jeal- 
ousies of the Europeanmpowers. 
“England,” the Standard says compla- 
eently, “is alone disinterested, though she 
does mean to stick to.Cyprus. M. de Neli- 
4off’s instructions from St. Petersburg have 
convinced the Sultan thatthe concert is a 
sort of curious musicai box, of which Rus- 
sia holds the key, but that the Muscovite doc- 
tor does not desire to complete the convales- 
cence of the sick man. French self-love is 
gratified by repeating the melancholy fiction 
that M. Cambon’s urgent demands for re- 
form carried weight at the Yildiz Kiosk, 
but it is an illusion to: suppose that in re- 


gard to Turkey there exists any European 


concert. England now is quite willing to 
leave the reformation of Turkey to German 
generosity, French magnanimity, and Rus- 
sian disinterestedness.”’ 

Meanwhile ‘today’s Constantinople news. 
reports that the Sultan is trying, by gifts 
to the Emperor Francis Joseph and by 
special audiences to the Austrian Ambassa- 


- dor, to play off Austria against Russia and 


France. The Sultan certainly wants money, 
but nobody supposes that Russia will con- 
sent to the drastic remedy which this want 
suggests. 

One proposal is a 
Turkey through a council 
nominated by the wers. Another is for 
the powers to name & grand vizier and in- 
sist upon the Syltan giving him a free hand, 
and a third is that the Sultan be deposed 
under a medical certificate of insanity, thus 
saving the personal feelings of European 
sovereigns, but the one fact dominating the 
situation is, as the Standard confesses, that 
no reak harmonious desire for Turkish re- 
form is evident among the European pow- 
ers

Members of a Militia Company at 
Neweastle, Del., Said to Have Cre- 
mated a Banner at Their Armory.

Newcastle, Del., Nov. 23.—[Special.J—This

The festivities ended shortly before 
midnight, and all the company left the hall 
save ten or eleven of the younger members. 
It was suggested that the Spanish flag be 
burned. In an instant the flag was torn 
from the collection and placed over a lamp 
and burned. 3 

Adjutant-General Hart said tonight that 
he had received no official instructions re- 
garding the matter. The members of Com- 
pany H deny that the Spanish flag was 
burned and-.declare that it was a red hand- 
kerchief. 

In March last the Spanish flag was burned 
in the presence of 500 people by a crowd of. 
boys in Smyrna, but nothing was ever said 
about it by the Spanish authorities.

For several days detectives of the Pinker- 
ton Agency have been trying to locate the 
man who forged bonds ‘of an Indiana cor- 
poration, certain of which bonds at last 
found their way into the First National Bank 
of this city for redemption and were finally 
“spotted” as forgeries. 

Just how great is the amount of the for- 
geries is not known. Neither is it known 
to just what extent private individuals or 
corporations have suffered from the circula- 
tion of these bonds. At the First National 
Bank it was stated yesterday that one of 
the bonds, the face value of which was 
$1,000, had been brought there by a man 
who nad loaned money on it as collateral 
and had later become suspicious that his 
security was. not gilt-edged. 

H. W. Bolton, bond expert at the First 
National Bank, said yesterday that he had 
heard that at least one other bond similar 
to. the one that had come to his notice was 
in Girculation. He denied emphatically a 
story that was current yesterday in exchangs 
circles to the effect that the bank had been 
eae by the forgeries to the extent of 


“The bank has made no purchases of any 
of these bonds,’’ said Mr. Bolton, “ but 
became interested in the matter through 
this bend being brought in, as I have stated. 
It was the bond of some municipality tn In- 
diana. The matter has been placed in tha 
hands of the detectives and I wish to make 
no further statements regarding it.” 


Detectives Lying in Wait. 

For several days prior to yesterday, any- 
where from two to half a dozen Pinkerton 
detectives made the drug store of Matkin 
Bros., Forty-third street and Berkeley av- 

enue, their headquarters, lying in wait, it 
ds said, for a man who was accustomed to 
frequent the store, and who was understood 
to have given at different times the names of 
“Lee and Moore. 

Apparently the detectives had become con- 
vinced yesterday that their bird had flown, 
or at least had made a change of base tem- 
porarily, for none of the Argus-eyed men 
were seen about the place during the day. 

The forging of a bond is said to be a mat- 
ter difficult or easy according to the nature 
of the document forged.

from the fact that the blanks must have been 
obtained by some clever ruse before the 
seguery habg~ committed.

the filling of every order to see to it that no 


more are printed than are delivered. In or- 


der to do this'‘the sheets of paper

‘are counted and a_ receipt 
taken to insure the return of an equal num- 
ber; the paper: being marked by some water 
mark or other distinguishing feature so that 
no exchanges of sheets of paper can be made 
without detection. ’

THE INTERNATIONAL WHEAT TRUST. 
The Russian Government is despotic. It 
can deal as it pleases with the property of 
the citizen. It may be, therefore, that it 
has made an informal proposition to the 
United States to join with it in the establish- 
ment of a great international wheat trust, 
to fix a uniform price for that commodity. 

According to the dispatches the Russian 
project contemplates the codperation of that 
country, the United States, Argentina, 
Austria-Hungary, India, Australia, and the 
other wheat-exporting regions of the earth. 
The ebject is: 

To prevent fluctuation, and, consequently, spec- 
lation, in the chief food supply of the civilized 


nations; to maintain a uniform price through sea- 
sons of overproduction and short crops, and make 


| the great staple as unchangeable in value as gold 


itself. Its producers, in whatever part of the 
world, in the event of a large crop, would be en- 
abled to stote their wheat and obtain loans upon 
it that would tide them over until there was a Ce- 
mand, when they could sell at the price to be fixed 
by universal agreement. 

Russia can prohibit the exportation of 
wheat if she chooses. The United States 
cannot... It can do absolutely nothing to 
keep a bushel of wheat from leaving the 
country. The growers and the purchasers 
of that product have that matter entirely 
in. their own hands, so the United States 
cannot take part asa Nation in any wheat 
combine. | 

But if the United States could come in, 
and if England, the great buyer of wheat, 
were to permit India, Australia, and Can- 
ada to enter into such an agreement, the 
plan would not be workable. To agree on 
a price which would suit all the wheat- 
producers of:the world would be difficult, 
and that price might not meet the views of 
English purchasers, who, if it seemed to 
them too high, would reduce their consump- 
tion and eat more of something else. To 
regulate the amount which each country 
was allowed to export from year to year 
would be an impossible job. 

Supposing, however, the scheme were 

to be tried, and the first year were one of 
good crops everywhere. Then every ex- 
porting country would be required to hold 
back part of its surplus so that the price 
of wheat to European consumers might 
not be lowered. Then immense surpluses 
would be stored up. The visible supply 
would be enormous. Then, supposing the 
crops were excellent the succeeding year 
and the price of the, preceding year was 
maintained, the result would be that still 
more wheat would have to be put away in 
the granaries waiting for the coming of the 
lean years, which might not come. 
_ The known existence of such masses of 
stored-up wheat would have an effect on 
the consuming markets which would be 
the reverse of stimulating. . All are aware 
of the depressing effect which a large visi- 
ble supply has on prices. No one could 
tell, also, at what moment Arzentina or 
some other irresponsible country might 
‘violate the agreement and throw its hvard- 
ed wheat on the market so as to realize 
on it. 

If a uniform and rather high price were 
to be maintained in foreign markets the 
effect would be to stimulate wheat-grow- 
ing, and thus cause surpluses to pile up 
with greater rapidity. That would hasten 
the time when the inevitable break-up 
would come and these great stocks would 
be thrown on the market. 

‘Then they would have to be sold—all 
that the weevil, hot weather, and rats and 
mice had not disposed of—for what they 
‘would fetch. There would be cheap wheat 
about that time. What could not be used 
up as food for live stock would have to be 
thrown away. 

Who would be the losers? Those who 
had loaned money on the stored-up wheat, 
But those losers would not be the private 
individuals by whom wheat is carried now. 
They would not risk their money in such 
n perilous venture, knowing that the with- 
drawal at any moment of one nation from 
the wheat agreement would wreck the 
wheat pool. 

The loans would have to be made by the 
government. That might not excite any 
opposition in Russia, where socialist and 
despotic ideas go hand in hand, But the 
United States has neither the means nor 
the wish to go into a speculation of that 
kind. The Populists would be pleased to 
see their government warehouse plan tried, 
but the people repudiated Populism this 
month. 

The United States has no real money it 
can loan on semi-perishable commodities 
like grain. If it were to print and loan the 
fiat scrip the Populists. hanker after the 
currency of the Nation would go to smash 
before the wheat combine did. ) 

This alleged Russian plan is unworka- 
ble. It would be well if the fluctuations 
in the price of wheat were not so great, 
but they are not as great as they were. 
The improved facilities for storing grain, 
the better transportation facilities, etc.— 
all the result of private enterprise—have 
tended to steady the price of wheat as of 
other commodities. If governments were 
to take the matter into their hands there 
would be no improvement in affairs, but a 
sudden change for the worse. 


“THE CONSENT OF THE GOVERNED.” 
- Dr. Lyman Abbott of Plymouth Church, 
Brooklyn, told his hearers on Sunday night 
that the people of the United States had 
abandoned the theory of tlie Declaration of 
Independence that governments derive 
“their just powers from the consent of the 
governed.’ Said he: 

When Horace Greeley said ‘' Let the erring sis- 


| ters go,’’ we answered that theory. When we, 


with muskets, faced the rioters in Chicago, who 
demanded that we govern them only with their 
consent, that was America’s answer to a declara- 
tion that government rests on the consent of the 
governed. It still stands in the Declaration of 
Independence, but we no longer believe in it, nor 
in the philosophy on which it is founded. 

Pr. Abbott did not state what his theory 


of government was. Possibly he has none. 


gether the theory of the Declaration of In- 
dependence, He appears to assume that 
there was a time when it was believed that 
if any power of government was exercised 
without the consent or against the wishes 
of a solitary citizen that that power was 
not exercised justly. 

The author of the phrase, “the consent 
of the governed,” had in mind the theory 
that a compact had been entered into be- 
Wing and his people which was 

broken by the latter, no matter 
ing might do. That theory was

So the Continental Congress, represent- 
ing the thirteen colonies, declared that all 
allegiance to the British crown was ut ar 
end because of the oppressive conduct of 
the King, and that the colonies were free 
and independent States, governing them- 
calves. :

Nation, with am imperfect frame of govern- 
ment at first and with a more perfect one 
afterwards. But neither in 1776 nor there- 
after did any one contend that the just

He certainly seems to misunderstand alto- 
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the unanimous consent of the governed 
and that the veto of one man ought to pre- 
vent the establishment of a new govern- 
ment. 

Nor did any person, then or thereafter, 
believe the theory of the Declaration of 
Independence was violated when a man 
was punished for breaking a law which he 
had opposed putting on the statute books. 

The men who voted for the Declaration of 
Independence knew that in every colony 
there were many who were opposed to inde- 
pendence. That made no difference with 
them so long as an efficient majority was in 


iavor of separation. 


That same idea held good when the re- 
hellion broke out. The South held that all 
Federal powers were derived from the con- 
sent of the governed. But by “the gov- 
erned ” it meant the separate and distinct 
States, and it claimed that any one of those 
States had a right to leave the Union when 
u majority of its citizens voted to do so. 

The North contended that the Union 
could not be broken up thus, against the 
wishes of a majority of the people of the 
entire United States. The North insisted 
that the Union was not an aggregation of 
sovereign States, each of which could leave 
when it saw fit, but wasa Nation. One side 
adopted the views of Webster and the other 
side those of Calhoun. 

If the secession theory had been sound, 
the North would -have waged “a war of 
subjugation,” as the South charged it with 


doing. But that theory was unsound, and | 
the North simply enforced the right of the 


majority to maintain the government which 
a majority had established in the first place. 

If Ohio, Indiana, and Illinois had joined 
the South the efficient majority would have 
been on that side, and the United States 
would have been divided between two gov- 
ernments, each deriving its just powers from 
the consent of those it governed. 

The theory of the American people, which 
does not conflict with the language of the 
Declaration of Independence, is that the 
majority of the voters, acting in accordance 
with constitutional requirements, shall gov- 
ern. Their representatives in Congress or 
State Legislatures make Jaws which all 
must obey. If any man feels he cannot or 
ought not to obey those laws, then he can 
go somewhere else. He is not forced to stay 
here. 

The Debs rioters violated certain laws 
which had had the consent of the governed, 
for they were enacted by the representatives 
of the governed. Undoubtedly the individual 
consent of Debs and his associates was not 
asked for when those laws were enacted. 
If they had protested against those laws 
when passed the only answer would have 
been: “ Then go to a country where there 
are no such laws. But if you stay here you 
must obey these, which have met with the 
approval of your representatives.” 

Dr. Abbott is getting out of his depth. 
He should stick to the Bible, with which he 
is well acquainted, and leave the Declara- 
tion of Independence and American theories 
of government alone. They are beyond 
him.

THAT CALIFORNIA AIRSHIP. 

The alleged airship which is reported to 
have been flying through the atmosphere 
of California by night and hiding modestly 
in the mountain fagtnesses by day is said 
to be constructed of metal and to be 150 feet 
long. No specific width is giyen, but even 
if the narrowest limit be assigned, it is ap- 
parent that the vessel itself must be a very 
bulky contrivance. To lift such a weight 
and sustain it in the air either some vast 
quantity of gas would be required or some 
mechanical agency. The gas theory is in- 
consistent with the claims for the ship’s at- 
tainments, for with gas the vessel would be 
at the mercy of the winds and could not be 
controlled in the way credited to this 
mysterious ship. But any motive power 
capable of propelling this immense body 
through the air at will could only be ob- 
tained from a generating mechanism that 
would add correspondingly to the weight of 
the ship. Tons more of weight would be 
added, moreover, by the rest of the equip- 
ment which the ship is said to possess. 
There are complete accommodations for 
fifteen passengers, a storage battery weigh- 
ing a half'ton to supply power for illumina- 
tion, and heavy mechanism for manipulat- 
ing aeroplanes and canvas wings. When all 
this weight is added to the weight of the 
vessel itself the aggregate would be so great 
that a very extensive mechanical plant 
would be required even to lift the mass, not 
to speak of doing it easily, and subsequently 
propelling it, birdlike, through the air of 
many miles and against the force of ad- 
verse and high winds. And yet this is the 
proposition the friends of the inventor ask 
the world to accept. :The world will want 
further proofs than the vague statement of 
an alleged attorney before accepting, and 
will not be disposed to discuss the matter 
seriously. 

This accommodating attorney, who 
mysteriously keeps his client in the back- 
ground, further states that a “ wavelike 
motion,” with a tendency to produce seasick- 
ness, is the final obstacle to the complete 
solution of the problem. This wealthy in- 
ventor claims to have surmounted every 
other barrier and to have constructed a 
vessel that has been cavorting among the 
clouds of California to the amazement of 
the populace and the present entertainment 
of the rest of the world. A hint of this 
triumph of human ingenuity over the law 
of gravitation and the caprice of the winds 
first came from Sacramento a few days ago 
but inspired only a mild and amused interest 
in the scientific world. The details, de- 
signed to be more convincing, have followed 
promptly, however, to the discomfiture of 
scoffers, and their confusion will be pitiable, 
if not absolute, when the aeriai navigator 
lands on the Yake-Front Park on its way 
to New York, which the inventor promises 
will happen within a few weeks, or as soon 
as he can overcome that annoying wave- 
like motion. 

The manifestations of this century won- 
der seém to have been confined as yet to 
a nightly display of a “ great white light ” 
and the dazzling spectacle has been vouch- 
safed only to the citizens of Sacramento. 
As to the light or its greatness or whiteness 
there can be no doubt, for its rays reflected 
fore and aft from the airship were so in- 
tense that the ship itself was completely hid- 
den from view. But it is easy to see that 
such a light could come from no object 
other than an airship, even if a “ dim, long 
form’ behind the white light were not con- 
vincing evidence. But in addition to this 
it must be remembered that on a previous 
nocturnal excursion of this vessel the won- 
dering spectators heard its occupants sing- 
ing popular songs of the day, or night, and 
gurely that settles any possible controversy 
over the facts. 

But as a clinching argument the attorney 
of the inventor admits everything. He re- 
veals, moreover, the subtle consideration of 
his client for the scientific glory of the far

idea away from the eyes of other inventors.” 
It is plain that this is merely a modest 
evasion of the real purpose of the great man 
to bestow signal distinction on California. 
Maine is known to be sufficiently free from 
any disconcerting abundance of inventors, 
so that some spot in the woods could have 
been found where the experiments could be 
tried in comparative privacy. Yet praise 
must be bestowed on this genius for the suc- 
cess of his efforts to maintain secrecy. Not 
a suggestion: of his great work reached the 
publie until that “ white light” with its 
“long, dim form” trailing behind shone in 
the heavens above Sacramento, and even at 
Oroville, Cal., where the ship was con- 
structed, no one yet knows of its existence, 
No one there has seen it or heard of it, and 
the closest approach to knowledge of the 
truth in that place is contained in a vague 
rumor that “some man has been experi- 
menting with different kinds of gases,” 

- It is unfortunate that a grateful public is 
denied also the name or identity of the in- 
ventor, so that it could pour out to him its 
sympathy in his final hour of affliction 
while he is wrestling with that wavelike 
motion. Theré are thousands of persons 
who have had experience with wavelike 
motions and even subsequent seasickness or 
something akin to it, and ‘some of these 
might be able to make valuable suggestions 
as to possible remedies. Strong black 
coffee is held asan effective counter-irritant 
in many cases. In any event this inventor 
must not permit a false pride to stand in the 
way of perfecting his device now that he 
has gone so far. Let him retain all his 
other secrets if he will, but he should take 
the people into his confidence respecting that 
wavelike motion, so that something may be 
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FOOTBALL BRUTALITY AGAIN. 

Tue TRIBUNE has many times protested 
ngainst the brutality and danger of foot- 
ball-as it is at present played gnd called 
attention to the accidents on the field, which 
happen in spite of all precautiqns. Every 
year football players shield themselves more 
and more to save themselves from injury— 
a fact in itself which shows that every year 
the game grows rougher and more brutal— 
but the precautions are in vain. Itisrarely 
a game is played in which a considerable 
number are not carried off the field, accom- 
panied by surgeons and doctors, who have 
become as necessary adjuncts to the con- 
test of the pigskin as they are to the battle- 
field or the deck of a cruiser when in ac- 
tion. 

Undoubtedly there are some accidents 
which cripple men for life, and there are 
many which are only temporary in their 
effects, and from which’ players may re- 
cover, but there is another phase of foot- 
ball playing which has not been sufficiently 
considered, because its effects are not im- 
mediately perceived. For every broken 
leg, arm, or rib, for every sprained wrist or 
ankle, for every disfeatured face or con- 
tused body, there are a hundred cases where 
serious strains upon the limbs, backs, mus- 
cles, and sinews have occurred, growing out 
of muscular overdoing and nervous tension. 
Tuis must inevitably happen when a dozen 


. or more athletes are piled upon another who 


has the ball in his possession. The strain 
in such a mélée is intense. Its effect is not 
felt that day. It may not be felt that sea- 
son, but the time comes when it will be felt. 
Nothing may be said about it during these 
contests on the field, but when the battle of 
life begins in earnest these participants find 
themselves prematurely used up by rheuma- 
tism and nervous disorders which have 


grown out ef the physical excesses of their, 


younger days. No supremely excessive ex- 
ertion can have any other result. Hence 
these athletes of the football field are sow- 
ing the seeds of future personal misery. 
Nature always avenges herself, and those 
who violate her laws must pay the penalty. 

There are other serious objections which 
might be made to the game of football as it 
is now played. Every year it grows to be 
more and more of a gambling game. Pools 
are openly sold on it. The gamblers size it 
up and the boys know they have made their 
bets. They know also that their college 
mates are betting heavily on them, and this 
knowledge stimulates them to still more 
dangerous exertions. But neither this prac- 
tice nor the liability to accidents on the field 
is ko dangerous to the players as the future 
outcome of it all, which will manifest itself 
just when these young men have begun the 
battle of life, which needs all their physical 
energy. For this reason, if for no other, the 
press should agitate this business, and 
the Presidents and faculties of col- 
leges should insist upon the elimina- 
tion from the game of all ‘danger- 
cus features, both present and prospective. 
As at present conducted its tendency is not 
only adverse to mental development but it 
is in the line of speedy physical deteriora- 
tion. It seems to be the overshadowing 
idea that young. men go to college for pig- 
skins and: not for sheepskins. It is an idea 
which should be removed at once.

DEATH OF G W. G. FERRIS. 

teorge W. G. Ferris, who died in Pitts- 
burg on Sunday, has left a lasting monu- 
ment to his genius and courage in the giant 
wheel that bears hisname. Mr. lerris was 
yet a young man, having barely passed his 
40th year, but he had crowded into his life 
many noteworthy achievements in his pro- 
fession of engineer. 

The greatest of all was the mechanical 
triumph which has become identified with 
the enduring fame of the Columbian Expo- 
sition. Mere mention of the Ferris wheel 
serves to bring back to memory all the 
glories of the White City, for this revolving 
wonder was not surpassed in interest by any 
other of the myriad of attractions. Itstood 
like a gigantic sentinel at the door of fairy- 
land, the awe-inspiring prototype of the 
marvels beyond. The battle waged by Mr. 
Ferris in behalf of his idea for such a wheel 
against odds that ordinarily would be re- 
garded as overwhelming is a matter of com- 
mon knowledge and a component part of 
the history of the Exposition. Other engi- 
neers scoffed at the proposition, believing it 
impracticable; the Exposition management 
hesitated until almost the last minute to 
grant a concession for such a chimerical 
project, and when these two obstacles had 
been overcome there remained yet the im- 
mense financial task to induce capital to the 
extent of more than $300,000 to embark on 
the hazardous enterprise. Mr. Ferris sur-. 
mounted every barrier and the world knows 
how the wheel was buijlt—how it rose a 
complete mechanical success above the 
fantastic attractions of. the Midway, and 
then poured back into the pockets of the pro- 
jectors all the money involved in the cost 
and a handsome profit in addition. 

Mr. Ferris, however, has realized the tra- 
ditional fate of the inventor, and died a poor 
man. The genius that brought wealth to 
others was not proof against erratic out- 
bursts which swallowed up in unsuccessful 
ventures the money earned by his great 
ackievements. But no financial reverses 
equid detract from the fame with which 
his one mighty success has endowed his 


|-mmemory, nor will the imuress of his genius , 
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| fade from the minds of men as long as the 
Worki’s Columbian Exposition is remem- 


PASSING THE ONE MILLION MARK. 
r In 1876 New York, the most populous of 
American State$, cast for the first time 
a million votes. Pennsylvania just barely 
crossed the line in 1876. Illinois and Ohio 
have crossed the line this year, and there 
are now four States belonging to what may 
be called the first class. 4 

This year Ohio cast 1,014,297 votes and 
Illinois 1,087,000. The last-named State 
cast 212,820 more than in 1892, but the 
gain was not in reality as great as that, for 
in 1892, as in 1890, there were many Re- 
publican voters who felt discouraged and 
did not go to the polls. 

The total vote cast in 1888, when Repub- 
licans and Democrats alike were trying to 
do their best, was 747,833. » Thus in eight 
years the vote of this State has increased 
339,000, or 45 per cent. During the same 
period that of Ohio increased only a trifle 
over 20 per cent. 

The vote of Llinois for the last five Pres- 
idential elections has been divided between 
Cook County and the 101 other counties as 
follows: 


Thus in sixteen years the vote of Cook 
County has nearly quadrupled, and that of 
the rest of the State has increased a little 
over 30 percent. In 1880 Cook County cast 
almost 16 per cent of the total vote of the 
State. This year it cast nearly 35 per cent. 
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It.is reported from Washington that Pres- 
ident Cleveland will ignore the report of 
Consul-General Lee. Mr. Lee is credited 
with saying that Spain can never put down 
the Cuban revolution, and that the Presi- 
dent should recognize the insurgents, and it 
is this last advice which, it is said, Mr. 
Cleveland willignore. This should bea com- 
paratively simple course for the President to 
take. He has had long and continuous prac- 
tice in ignoring reports from Cuba, except 
such as emanated from Spanish sources, 
It would be surprising in fact if he did not 
ignore the present report when the extent 
and quality of his Cuban ignorance are con- 
sidered. But happily for the Cubans, Presi- 
.dent Cleveland’s power to ignore them is 
nearing an end. The day is fast approach- 
ing when the will of the people of this coun- 
try on this subject will obtain recognition.

BILL OF LADING LIMITATION GOOD. 


Judge Grosscup Says Only a Reasona- 
ble Time Allowance for Suit Is 
Required Under Statutes. 


In dismissing the libel of the Ginn Pub- 

company against the Ogdensburg 

on company in the Federal 

Court yesterday, Judge Grosscup gave a 

legal construction to maritime bills of lading 
that is new tothiscirquit. — 

Three years ago the Ginn Publishing com- 
Pany shipped a lot of school books by the 
Steamer Langdon. The books were spoiled 
on the trip, The bill of lading called for 
the beginning of an action within ninety 
days. The publishing company did not com- 
mence suit until twenty-two months after 
the damage was sustained, It held that the 
bill of lading could not make a limitation 
different from the limitation under the 
statutes. 

Judge Grosscup helé@ that the only ques- 
tion was whether ninety days is a reason- 
able limitation, and cited the ruling of the 
Circuit Court of Appeals for the First Cir- 
cuit, “in which this precise question of the 
bill of lading was upheld.’ 

The idea that a vessel is always liable 
for the supplies furnished to it was reversed 
by Judge Grosscup. During the World’s 
Fair the Columbian Navigation company 
chartered the steamers Chief Justice Walite, 
Metropolis, and Vision for passenger traffic 
between the city and the Fair grounds. The 
Independent Fuel company furnished coal 
to the vessels. In deciding the Nbel brought 
by the fuel company the court held that the 
vessels being chartered, and the fact well 
known to the libellant, no liability rested 
against thé boats. 


TACKLES ICE WATER AND THE JUDGE. 


¥Yrank H. Collier Takes a Novel Method 
to Secure a Writ Against 
Justice Chott.

Frank H. Collier walked into Judge Bren- 
tano’s court yesterday afternoon and, seiz- 
ing a pitcher containing ice water, poured a 
quantity of the cold liquid on hishead.

A few moments later Collier applied to the 
court for a writ of certiorari to compel 
Justice Chott to produce before Judge Bren- 
tano the records in Collier’s case when the 
latter was held to the Criminal Court on a 
charge of assault to kill.

Judge Brentano ordered the writ to issue 
without cost upon Collier signing a bond in 
the sum of $50. 

Attorney Collier then went to the grand 
jury room and called out Foreman Pitkin. 
He told the foreman there was a case on the 
docket against Frank H. Collier, and when 
it was reached Collier wanted to be heard. 
He then went to secure service of the writ 
upon Justice Chott.

Much attention was given by the Council 
last night to boulevard and street railway 
matters. Ald. Madden presided. 

The boulevard question came up on discus- 
sion of Mayor Swift's agreement with the 
South Park Board, under which the city 
agrees to furnish the South Park system 
with water free of charge in consideration 
of.the board’s spending at least $20,000 each 
year in maintaining Jackson street as a 
boulevard. 

Ald, Gallagher took, exceptions to the 
whole business on the ground that he did 
not believe the city could give away water 
in such quantities and for such purposes. He 
introduced this, which was passed: 

*“‘ Ordered, That the law officers of this 
city be requested at as early a date as pos- 
sible to furnish this Council with an opinion 
as to the legality of an extended exclusion 
of traffic and ordinary public uses from 
streets within park districts, and as to 
whether or not any limit exists to the boule- 
varding of the public thoroughfares, high- 
ways, and streets of this municipality and 
the consequent deflection of our streets from 
their proper uses as channels of trade and 
highways of the people.” 

Durimg the evening Ald. Madden put in an 
ordinance giving consent to the South Park 
Commissioners to 4 Thirty-fifth 
street for boulevard purposes from Michigan 
avenue to Grand boulevard and to take 
Thirty-third street from Michigan to South 
Park avenue instead. It was referred to the 
Committee on Streets and Alleys South, 

Ald. Mavor presented and had placed on 
file a voluménous petition protesting against 
Lake avenue being turned over to the South 
Park Board for a boulevard. 

Wallace’s Appointment Confirmed. 

Mayor Swift sent in the appointment of 
M. R. M. Wallace as Police Justice to 
succeed E. T. Glennon, resigned, which was 
confirmed. 

Mr. Wallace has been a Justice of the 
Peace in the South Town for a number of 
years. He has resided in the city for over 
twenty years, and has always been known 
as a Democrat. He is a prominent member 
of the G. A. R. 

The Mayor returned withott approval an 
order recently passed directing the Commis- 
sioner of Public Works to have the Great 
Eastern Hotel Building in Stony Islandave- 
nue torn down The veto was sent to the 
Committee on Streets and Alleys South. 

The Mayor also sent in a veto, which was 
concurred in, of an order permitting electric 
light companies to string wires on polesin 
the Twentieth Ward. Thereupon Ald. Probst 
put in another order, which requires that 
the company shall put its wires under ground 
within five years.

Princeton was celebrated by the students | 


tonight in a fitting manner. The front cam- 
pus was all ablaze and the old cannon in the 
center of the quadrangle was heated to a 
white heat by one of the biggest bonfires 
ever built in honor of o!d Nassau.

fore the season closes. The freshman game 
at Princeton on Wednesday afternoon will 
give them the opportunity, and it looks as 
if it will be a walkover for the Tiger fresh- 
men. Among the ranks of Princeton 1900

SCIENTIFIC TEMPERANCE. 


‘PAPER RECENTLY READ BY DR. LES- 


'LIE E. KEELEY. — 


Inebriety Declared to Be a Physical 


Disease Caused by Alcohol and Not. 


Controlled by Moral or Spiritual 
Methods—Temperance Work Here- 
after Must Mean the Cure of Inebri- 
ety First and Temperance Organ- 
ization Afterward. 


The following paper on the subject of 
“Scientific Temperance” was read at 
Dwight, IL, recently by Dr. Leslie E. 
Keeley: 

‘The human brain acts in sucn a way 


’ that ideas, thoughts, or matters of knowl- 


edge, or impressions from images reappear 
to consciousness in their regular order and 
form, and in accordance with their rela- 
tions of character and sequence. 
read the history of the development of any 
nation or peoples:in general, or of the whole 
world, and the introspection relating to this 
subject will bring up a grand procession of 
moving ideas, or memories, or cogitations, 
which represent the development stages of 


these nations and psoples and the world. | 


Each has its infancy, its superstitions, its 
playthings—its proppings and incoirdinate 
reachings after objects and things around it. 
An infant people is as helpless as an infant 
human being, but nature is. the watching 
parent—the mother of the child—and guides 
the infant conduct by instinct in active life, 
and guards its cradled rest by the protec- 


| tion of the wonderful laws of heredity. 


Progress of Mental Development. 


“The young of nations and of individuals 
grow and develop. Such is the result of 
energy and the laws of life. They gain ex- 
perience by activity, and experience be- 
comes a body of knowledge, The history of 
nations in their mental development 
proves that the evolution of mind begins 
with supernaturalism, and continues by the 
adoption of science, er rational methods. 
In national early life cause is always super- 
nature, and the methods of propitiation of 
the spiritual workers of storms, thunder, 
lightning, earthquakes, and all the special 
calamities of life make up the primary 
religions.» 

“The general march of ideas in the evo- 
lution of the human mind is from super- 
naturalism—the world of noumena—to ra- 
tional thought, or to the scientific relations 
which exist between phenomena and things. 


The early superstition sought a cave to hide 


from the blinding glare of electric storms, 
but when a few thousand generations had 
passed away the altar of sacrifice to one 
supernaturalism was neglected, and the 
man of thought sent a kite into the clouds 
to coax the vivid fames Into subjection, and 
ended by making electricity the tractive 
energy of the world, and the winged mes- 
senger which speeds across.continents and 
under the seas to carry the messages of hu- 
manity, whether of business, or joy, or sor- 
row. 


Elimination of Superstition. 


‘** All seiences were born under the cloud 
of superstition, and their young lives were 
beset by dangers like the diseases of early 
human life. Persecution was the doom of 
the early scientist. Out of the ashes of 
fagot fires has arisen the grand phoenix of 
learning, the dome of which includes the 
stars of the firmament, and the foundations 
rest on the eternal granite of rationalism in 
human thought. 

‘‘ Barly superstition has yet its forms of 
survival in all human sciences and conduct, 
but the establishment of any special science 
is obtained by the gradual elimination of 
ghostly error. 

‘‘All diseases were once believed to be 
evidences of supernatural disapproval, and 
remedies were such as sought to allay the 
evil spirit or the spell. Incantation or drug, 
charm or curse, was addressed to an imagi- 
nary entity of meral anatomy and the spirit 
of revenge, but there was no thought or 
knowledge which furnished a cure for pain 
or the antagonist for poison. 

“Put the generation and the day came 
when the seas of ignorant superstition no 
longer swept over the islands and the con- 
tinents of human thought. The lands rose— 
even by the convulsions of the soul, and even 
on the floods of human blood and the tidal 
waves of supernaturalism—human conduct 
and ideas sought their level, and are beat- 
ing like the oceans upon the rock-bound 
coasts, under the law that ‘ thus far shalt 
thou go and no farther,’ and ‘ here shallthe 
waves be staid.’ The path of life is no 
longer lit by the fires of persecuticn, but the 
sun by day and the harnessed electric flash 
by night iJuminate the highway of scientific 
thought and human progress. 


Real Curse of Human Life. 


‘‘ Diseases and their poisons are the true 
curse of human life. Disease is the work of 
Cain, and poison is the burning brand heat- 
ed in the fires of perdition and burned into 
the flesh of humanity. 

‘The scientific conception of disease and 
its cure was longer under the dominion of

Centuries passed away without fird- 
ing the great secret, until for diversion a 
scientist turned his telescope the other way 
and, looking down instead of up the magic 
tube, began to search for small things in- 
stead of large, and discovered the cause of 
disease. There is an old prophecy which pre- 
dicts that the time ] come when the least 
shall ‘become the test. It would a 
-~pear that the fulfillment consists in the fa 
that the microbe has wielded the life destiny 
of human creatures—has been the arbiter of 
destiny and held the reins of fate. 

** Old ideas cling to the horizon of thought 
like the hills and forests of the landscape. 
Materialism underlies disease, and yet su- 
perstition is sitting by the bedside, clad in 
the old garments of belief, but apparently 
there only because too aged and enfeebled 
to move. Tne public mind will go through 
the development of generations yet before 
the separation of faith and moral magic can 
occur in the mind on questions of the cure 
of human maladies. The old notion of di- 
vine displeasure and of demon possession 
still maintains its position on a broken throne 
inthemind. The oldidea must go to its fate. 


Intemperance a Disease. 


**Intemperance was the word which for 
ages expressed all that was known or 
thought on the subject of alcoholic poison- 
ing. It was believed to be only a vice and 
curable by suasion. Lunacy long held the 
Same position, and the victim was scourged 
and punished, isolated, manacled, and even 
destroyed in order to break the spell woven 
by a demon in the brain. Mental diseases 
were believed to originate in the mind in- 
stead of the body, and, in fact, any disease 
which modified one’s conduct or thought, 
character or speech, was at once associated 
with the supernatural, or with a willful or 
vicious spirit. 

** A bold materialism has taken hold of 
mental diseases and is taking note of the 
physical changes which occur in the body 
during the progress of diseases of the mind. 

‘“‘Our own generation has witnessed the 
discovery of anzsthesia, the discovery of the 
cause of disease, the discovery of the true 
pathology of drunkenness, and also the dis- 
cavery of the Roentgen rays. 
ingly enough for one generation, or even for 
one century, but the end is not yé. Sup- 
pose the old Arabian magicians had known 
the X ray, and could have exhibited the 
bones of the hand. Suppose this machine 
had been consumed, as was the ‘ burning 
bush’ that Moses saw, for its moral effect, 
and not explained. It would suffice to throw 
the world back into superstition. Explain- 
ing the pathology of tnebriety so that the 
public mind can understand it has led the 
world to know and understand that inebriety 
is a physical disease caused by alcohol, and 
not a ‘ weak will,’ or a ‘ vice,’ or a ‘ mis- 
demeanor’: at least it has no more of these 
elements than any other disease. 

“In a sense, any disease is a vice, be- 
cause the antecedents are now known and 
understood. 

“The coming sociological problem of ci¥- 
flization will be the emancipation of the 
human race from poisons. The fact of dis- 
ease may not be a vice, but from the stand- 
point of public sanitation it is a vice. In- 
ebriety is not a vice but a disease; though, 
as people fully know the result of alcoholic 
polsoning, beginning to drink is certainly 
a vice and a crime against the individual 
and the ‘public. 


Reform in Cure of Inebriates. 


* The management of the inebriates calls 
for reform. No case of drunkenness as such 
should be punished, for punishment as a 
rule only fixes and clinches vice, as well as 
iliness. It ts right to restrain criminals for 
reformation—though disease or degeneration 
often enough underlies crime—and it is right 
to restrain lunatics and inebriates and even 
consumptives for purposes ofcure. The vic- 
tims of germ diseases will eventually be re- 
strained by the State for cure and to pre- 
vent dissemination of these diseases. In- 
ebriates who will not be cured should be put 
under restraint for the purposes of cure. 

** Moral and psychic influences as cures no 
doubt have their infilvence, but it must be 
admitted that the ancient incantations as 
well as the modern prayer are varieties of 
the same attempts to move a mountain of 
granite with a faith no largenthan.a mustard 
seed. Disease is chemistry and mechanics. 
It is not mind. Prayer may relieve hunger, 
but it is not foodin the stomach. A pledge 
may overcome the sensation for a time of 
the crave for drink by psychic influence, but 
it does mot cure the disease of inebriety. 
Good resolution organized into societies and 
fortified by mutual encouragement will not 
alone prevent such chemical mechanics as 
an epidemic, nor will it hold up a super- 
structure of total abstinence. Organization 
or combines among people for moral, polit- 
ical, religious, or other social ends are right, 
if not oppressive, but do not reach phenome- 
na and *things outside the control of vol- 
untary effort. ‘Temperance work’ must 
hereafter mean thecure of inebriety first and 
the ‘temperance’ organization afterwards, 
Scientific temperance must recognize that 


inebriety is a physical disease that is not | 


controlled by moral or spiritual methods.”

But the very fact that one of 
the companies should;have deemed it desira- 
ble to obtain money over here generates a 
suspicion that things are not quite so flour- 
ishing now aa they used to be. Chicago is 
still there, of course, and it is still big— 
probably bigger than ever, but if there is 
one thing the lake city prides itself upon it 
is its progressiveness, and in this fact, if 
we are not mistaken, is to be found the rea- 
son why President Jamieson is about to 
cross the broad Atlantic to raise money for 
Chicago street railways among the effete 
Europeans. 
Investors Are Not Now “ Effete.” 

“ But we are not quite so effete as we used 
to be, especially when buying American se- 
curities, and we want to know why the West 
Chicago should desire to float $10,000,000 of 
new 6 per cent bonds. We learn from the 
Chicago Economist that. the intention is to 
rétire with the proceeds $6,000,000 of 6 per 
cent debentures outstanding, of which, be it 
noted, only $2,700,000 have been taken by in- 
vestors, the balance being used as collateral 
security for loans, ‘while some $4,000,000 of 
5 per cent bonds will also. be redeemed, 
With regard to the 6 per cent issue which 
the new bonds will replace the Chicago Econ- 
omist says: ‘ The inability of the company 
to make a satisfactory market for these 
bonds has compelled it to carry the costofa 


large part of its extensions and improve- | 


ments as a floating debt, and repeated issues 
of debenture bonds have been necessary to 
be used as collateral security for floating 
debt because the bonds could not be satis- 
factorily marketed.’ Observe that the bonds 
which it is now proposed to replace could 
only be sold to a limited extent in America, 

“Tf this issue be successful the West Chi- 
cago will have a total debt of $17,774,000, 
which is a tidy figure for a street railway, 
while the new issue, to quote THE CHICAGO 
TRIBUNE, will be ‘a fourth lien upon the 
trunk lines and a second lien upon the 
extensions.’ So much for the actual status 
of the bonds as described by leading Amer- 
ican journals. Now let us glance a little at 
the prospects of the undertaking of which 
they form but a junior security. The con- 
trol of the Northern and Western street rail- 
ways of Chicago, including the West Chi- 
cago, is practically tn the hands of one man 
—Mr. Yerkes—and there can be no doubt 
that he at one time made a_e very 
handsome thing indeed out of them. The 
control, we believe, is still im his hands, 
but it would appear that of late Mr. Yerkes 
has fallen upon somewhat eVil days. His 
financial standing may be absolutely sound, 
but it is still a fact that the New York jour- 
nals have of late bristled with paragraphs 
headed ‘ Yerkes’ Affairs,’ ‘The Yerkes Sit- 
uation,’’ and such like. 


Regarding the Private Settlements. 


The following, taken from the Chicago 
correspondence of the Wall Street Jourual, 
is.a fair specimen of the talk that has been 
going round: .‘‘ Brokers havé ‘been led to 
believe that Yerkes had made a private set- 
tlement in most.instances, “but. it now de- 
velops that vety few have accepted his 
proposition, and claim they ‘want better 
terms, as Yerkes is well able to‘give them, 
his statement being that he. has plenty of 
good securities, but cannot raise money on 
them.’* The last sentence.is significant, in 
view of the proposed new issue. Further 
seeing that Mr. Yerkes would have the con- 
trol of the capital raised, it-would be but 
wise to inquire not only into his’ present 
financial position, but Into his past record, 
which, according to rumor, contains some 
interesting episodes.”’ . 

There are some statements in the-article 
which display a lack of knowledge of the 
weil situation of affairs in Chicago. <All the 
elevated railroads in Chicago are referred 
to as.“ alley roads,’’ and there is said to be 
in prospect an electri¢ railway for Chicago 
which will be a further competitor for the 
business of the “ cable trams.” The editorial 
warns the investing public of London to be- 
ware of other American securities which 
may be offered in the near future as a re- 
sult of the return of confidence inspired by 
the result of the recent election. 


Short Interest in Diamond Match. 


There is said to be a considerable short in- 
terest in Diamond Match stock, and yester- 
day there were several offers made to borrow 
stock to be used over settlement day on the 
local: exchange. The story which was being 
circulated yesterday was that Hdwin Gould 
had sold a considerable quantity of Match 
stock short and that he was making every 
effort te ‘epress the price of that security. 
The re stories that have been sent-out 
regard. ie affairs of the Diamond Match 
compan) ure all being credited to him. The 
demand to borrow stoek came through two 
La Salle street brokerage houses which haye 
New York connections, and this was taken 
as conclusive proof that the President of the 
Continental Match company was getting 
back at his powerful rival. The announce- 
ment was made yesterday that the Con- 
tinental Match company had begun shipping 
machinery. to its Ogdensburg, N, Y., factory 
and that it was the intention to start that 
factory in operation during the next few 
weeks. 

There was to have been action yesterday 
in the way,of authorizing the $1,000,000 bond 
issue of the Union Consolidated Blevated 
railroad, but action Was postponed to Dec. 
7. At the deferred meeting it is the intention 
to authorize the issue of the bonds for the 
building of the connection of the Metropoli- 
tan Elevated and the Union Loop.’ The bonds 
are to bear 5 per cent, and their principal 
and interest will be guaranteed by the Métro- 
politan company. 

The Chicago Edison company recently 
sold: $1,200,000 of 5 per cent gold bonds to 
the London Scottish-American Trust com- 
pany. These bonds were sold for 98 and the pur- 
chasers have put them an the market at a price 
approximacing 108 or at an advance of 1 
cent over their cost and at a premium of 8 
eent over par. The bonds have not taken well 
and there have been some cables regarding the 
matter.in the American papers. The bonds. are 
All right and there would be no trouble in sell- 
ing them, in the opinion of a director of the com- 
pany, if the purchgesers would be content with’a 
smaller profit than they have so fat asked. 

Under the increased demand yesterday Diamond 
Match went up to 180 from_an opening at 127k. 
At the close the quotation drop to 128. est 
Chicago was stronger than for several days.

MARKET HINTS FOR THE HOUSEWIVES 


Supplies and Prices of Vegetables and 
Fruits Among South Water Street 
Commission Houses. 


Frog legs are a delicacy scarce at present. 
It is the season when the supply usually is 
plentiful, but South Water street merchants 
find difficulty in supplying: the trade. The 
finest assortments cost 75 cents and 80 cents 
a dozen, while small sizes can be had at 36 
g¢ents and 40 cents a dozen. 

Sweet potatoes are abundant and cheap. 
The lllinois crop is unusually large. Choice 
varieties cost $1.30 and $1.50 a barrel. Irish 
potatoes are selling at low figures, owing to 
heavy supplies. Fancy Burbanks sell in 
large dots at 32 cents a-bushel, Rose at 30 
cents and 32 cents, and Hebrons at 33 cents 
and 35 cents. 

California fruits arein light supply. Duch- 
ess pears in forty-pound boxes cost $1.60; 
winter Nellis, $2; and the Seckel variety, $3. 
Muscat grapes in crates of four baskets can 
be had for $1.50, Tokays at $2, and Emperors 
at $1.65. 

Some fine Catawba grapes came in yes- 
terday. They were plump and well pre- 
served, Cases containing eight eight-pound 
baskets cost $1.15. Selected Concords in 
eight-pound baskets sell wholesale at 12 
cents and 15 cents. 

The best bananas sell at $1 a bunch and 
fair quality at 75 cents and 85cents. Lemons 
are only 1: moderate supply, and dealers are 
holding them firmly at $5 a box for Messings 
and $4 and $5 for Californias. 

Pineapples cost 20 cents and 25 cents for the 
best and from that to 12 cents and 15 cents 
for common.

WOMEN CONVICTS IN NEW QUARTERS. 


Sixty-six Female Prisoners at Jolict 
Are Removed Into the Recently 
Completed Building. 


The sixty-six women prisoners, who com-~ 
pose the representaion of the gentler sex in 
the State Penitentiary at Joliet, were re- 
moved on Sunday afternoon from their old 
quarters on the fifth fioor in the old warden- 
house into the more spacious and comfort- 
able rooms provided for them in the new 
women’s building, just completed on the 
prison grounds. _ 

In order to avoid the excitement and con- 
fusion, which might have resulted lad the 
move been attempted when there was a 
crowd about, Warden R. L. Allen adopted a 
simple but effective subterfuge. It had been 
given out that the removal would take place 
early in the week. No one supposed it would 
be on Sunday, and when the women were 
marshalled into the jail-yard on Sunday 
afternoon for their regular weekly airing 
and exercise, not even the attendants sup- 
posed anything unusual was to occur. 

The time was chosen as a good one for the 
removal for still another reason—namely: 
that the men were not at work in the prison 
shops on Sunday afternoon. | 

At 2. o'clock the women bade farewell to 
their old apartments. They knew they were 
not to return there, and few expressed re- 
gret. The excitement of anticipated change 
was too much for one woman and, just like 
any other woman, she fainted away. She 
soon rallied, however, and was able to pro- 
ceed with the-rest. With rows of deputy 
wardens on either side in single file the wom- 
en solemnly paraded around the prison 
grounds. When they had taken the usual 
amount of Sunday exercise they were con- 
ducted into the new buildings, assigned cells 
in severalty, and duly locked in. 

The change proved an agreeable one. The 
women had been confined in apartments 
built many years ago and designed to ac- 
commodate not more than twenty-five per- 
sons at onetime. Instead there were sixty- 
six confined therein. In a single room, 30x 
19 feet, twenty-five women had lived to- 
gether. 

In the new women’s jail things will be dif- 
ferent. There each woman has a separate 
cell 7 feet wide, 10 feet long, and 8 feet high, 
opening on a corridor 200 feet long. Each 
cell has a complete equipment of plumbing 
and in every respect the sanitary appoint- 
ments of the cells are perfect. The main cell- 
room is heated by steam through indirect 
radiation, and equipped with fans that 
change the air in the cells every fifteen 
minutes. Electric lights are used and all ap- 
pliances calculated to secure the comfort 
and health of the prisoners have been se- 
cured. * 

There were few spectators to the removal.

Upper House in Alabama Startles the

Moritgomery, Ala., Nov. 23.—[{Special.}— 


A bill has passed the Senate of Alabama 


permitting women, whether married or sin- 
gle, to practice law in all of the courts of 
the State.

PASTOR CAMPBELL ON RESIGNING 
SUGGESTS SINS OF THE PEW. 


Presbytery, in Approving the’ Minis- 
ter’s Action, Tries to Probe the Af- 
fairs of the Jefferson Park Church— 
Laymen Resent Assumed Imputa- 
tions. of Immorality—Leasing of 
Property for Saloon and Other Pur- 
poses Said to Have Caused Trouble. 


Pressed to assign a reason for wishing to 
leave the Jefferson Park Presbyterian 
Church, the Rev. Fredesick Campbell yes- 
terday provoked a storm in a meeting of the 
presbytery at the Forty-first Street Church.

While undeveloped in the discussion, it 
was said two members. of Dr. Campbell's 
church had been leasing property for saloon 
and other disapproved purposes. 

The request that the presbytery indorse 
the resignation was granted. | 

Mr. Campbell presented a letter of resig- 
nation to his church two weeks ago and at 
the samme time announced that he would ac- 
cept a call to the Presbyterian Church of 
Lowville, N. Y. The meeting of the pres- 
bytery yesterday afternoon was called to 
take action upon this resignation, it having 
already been’accepted by the Jefferson Park 
Church. 

Disavows a Disagreement. 

Dr. Campbell spoke of. the deep love and 
respect which he bore for the members of his 
church, and said that his resignation was due 
to no disagreement between the members 
and himself, but because he thought he had 
completed his work at his present charge 
and felt called upon to change. 

He was followed by W. L. Keener and C. 
A. Moore, who had been sent by the church 
as a committee to wait upon the presby- 
tery. They each spoke of the entirely pleas- 
ant relations which had existed between pas- 
tor and congregation, but joined in the re- 
quest of the pastor that the resignation be 
accepted. 

Two or three of the clergymen immediate- 
ly wanted to hear the cause of the resigna- 
tion, and two or three others were for giv- 
ing permission without a cause. 

Dr. Campbell then said: 

‘‘I did not intend to give any specific 
reasons for resigning, but &s I am pressed 
I will say that I did not resign to accept 
another pastorate. I resigned my present 
charge before accepting another and, though 
1 regret to say it, there are certain ones in 
my church who, I think, are not doing right, 
and I have failed to do away with obstacles, 
both by individual pastoral:efforts-and by 
shaping the policy of the sessions of my 
church,”’ 


Insists Upon a Reason. 


The Rev. S. J. McPherson here broke in 
and said: : 

‘‘ Tf there .is a reason for the resignation it 
ought to be brought out.” 

This was in reply to the statement that it 
"was sufficient to know that Mr. Campbell 
was not governed alone by a desire to go to 
another charge. 

Then the discussion waxed warmer. One 
pastor said the ministry needed men who 
would not run away when a few members of 
the church made it warm for them. 

W. T. Keener here protested against in- 
sinuations that hischurch wasimmoral. He 
demanded that a committee be sent to the 
church to look up the records. / . 

At this point a minister took the floor and 
said that to permit the resignation and then 
investigate would‘ be but to’ lock the barn 
after the horse was stolen.” He said that Dr. 
Campbell was evidently’ not being drawn 
from his church but was being driven from 
it, and that in justice‘to both the presbytery 
and to the church the reason ought to come 
out then and there. | 
#?A vote upon the primary question was 
taken, and permission was given Dr. Camp- 
bell to give up his charge. There was but 
— dissenting vote, Some, however, did not 
vote. 

Several then tried to resume the discussion, 
but a motion to adjourn was passed.
